= One by One the Great Newspapers Were Strangled, Until No Free Voice Was Heard

The issue;-reducéd to its essentials: 
Matthews’ stubborn insistence that the 
Cuban revolution has been widely mis- 
understood, badly reported (particularly 
in the United States) and, im part at 
least, due to corruption of the press 
itself in Havana. 

Mr, Matthews, a member of the edi- 
torial board of the Times and its 
“policy man” on Cuba, is 61 years of 
age: a cultured man: with a trace of 
British accent, who looks a bit like an 
alumnus of some Seniors’ tennis tour 
nament. 

It is now almost five years since 
Matthews rocked the world with his 
exclusive -interview with Castro in the 


jungles of the Sierra Maestra, Batista.

Matthews’ first dispatch (on Febru- 
ary 24, 1957) was printed on the front 
page of the Times and was immediately

rag-tag followers into::Havana; the 
flight of Batista; and well-nigh univer- 
sal acclaim for the young patriot. 

~ Among those welcoming Castro (on 
a nation-wide telecast) was Jules Du- 
bois; the able and hart-hitting chairman 
of the IAPA’s freedom of the press 
committee. 

Then, in succeeding months, the rev- 
olution for which so many high hopes 
were held seemed to go off the rails. 
There was the savage business of the 
drumhéad courts in the openair arena 
and cries of “To the wall!” The free 
elections promised by Castro were 
denied. One by one the great newspap- 
ers and magazines of Cuba were 
strangled, until no free voice could be 
heard. 

Dubois, quickly disenchanted by the 
march of events, turned on Castro, as 
did the overwhelming majority of the 
643 members of the Inter-American 
Press Association.

Not se Herbert Matthews. Having 
create the legend of Castro, he seemed 
determined to stick by it. The revolu- 
tions he argued, had been greatly mis- 
understook.._ Castro was not a com- 
munist in the sense that he took orders 
from Russian masters. He was simply 
Castro, the mixed-up idealist, who took 
orders from no one and bitterly resented 
United States intrusion on. domestic 
affairs. - 

With this as background, it was in- 
evitable that the shadow of Cuba would 
loom large on IAPA deliberations. here 
last week. 3 

At the persorial level, the burning 
question was: would Herb Matthews, 
a prominent figure in the Association, 
show up at the meetings to defend his 
position? It was rumored that he was 
ill; that he was being downgraded at 
the Times because of his writings; that 
he could scarcely face up to his off 
friends of the Association who had had 
their properties confiscated by Castro. 

' Matthews quickly put an end to such 
speculation by appea.ing 2* a reception, 
tendered on the eve of the meetings, by 
Governor Nelson A. Rockefeller of New

“Herb’s here. I didn’t think hed have 
the guts.”) 
_. The meetings were. scarcely “under- 
way when an editorial in the Times 
biew the lid off. Only three paragraphs 
long, and imnocent-enough looking to 
the uninitiated, it- nevertheless con- 
tained two distinct barbs:

tro government and the return of the 
Cuban press to the freedom q kmw 


before Batista’s dictatorship began in 
1952. Freedom of the press was lost in 
Cuba because of decades of corryption 
and social imbalances.” . 

These Statements shook the meet- 
ings. Jules Dubois took the platform to 
denounce the editorial and argue that 
the IAPA was a journalistic and not a 
political association. A Guatemalan 
editor named Ramon Blanco rocked the 
assembly when he disclosed (in what 
many delegates regarded as a remark- 
able breach of confidence) that he had 
been a diriier, guest in the home of 
Orville Dreyfus, publisher of the N.Y. 
Times,-and had been asked by his host 
“Not to mention the Matthews contro- 
versy at the meetings because Matthews 
thrives_on controversy.” Senor Blanco 
added that, in--his epision, Matthews 
“had done wrong to the Cuban press.” 

The Cuban editors-in-exile considered 
the editorial a grave affront to their 
integrity. To enmunciate their protest, 
they chose Dr. Guillermo Martinez Mar- 
quez, former editor of El Pais in Ha- 
vana, a doughty fighter who had been 
a recipient of the “Hero of the Free- 
dom of the Press” medal, the highest 
honor the IAPA can. bestow on its mem- 


ters 


Dr. Martinez, who had attacked Cas- 
tro-in a Cuban television broadcast (and 
was threatened with his life) was 
furious. He introduced a resolution 
which @enounced Matthews and the 
N.Y.- Times for “coinciding” with Cas- 
tro—a Semantic nicety which falis short 
of “collaboration” but has the effect, in 
English, of “going along with.” 

While sympathizing with the Cubans, 
the delegates quickly realized that this 


resolution would not wash. How could. 


an organization dedicated to press free- 
doms pass a vote of censure on the 


Times (and Matthews). for merely ex- 
pressing an opinion’. 

Whert the meeting reconvened the 
next morning, chairman Jules Dubois 
said that the Cubans had been mii- 
understood. Of course, the Times had 
a right to freedom of expression. The 
Cuban editors simply waited to know: 
were they recognized as. bona fide mem- 
bers of IAPAT sed 

Herhert.-Matthews, who was not 
present when the resolution was intro- 
duced, ‘turned up af the second session 
and said he “was happy” to accept the 
explanation. At once, he seized on the 
crucial issue: did or did not the ‘Times 
have the right to express its own opin- 
ions, independently arrived at? If not, 
the newspaper would “have to consider 
its position in the IAPA,” 

Stubtiornly, he insisted that the 
IAPA “had been obsessed by Cuba ‘to

Matthews went even further by chjd- 
ing the association's popular president, 
Don Ricardo Castro Beeche, for attend.

York. “This.” said Matthews, “is poli- 
tics and not journalism.” . 

In reply, Dubois said that the [APA 
was “obsessed” with Cuba for the same 
reasons that it had been obsessed with 
the dictatorships of Peron, Jimenez and
